In the six years Mr. Blagik was I 
deputy lie was responsible for sixty- 
two arrests, and the prosecutions* re­ 
sulted in thirty-one convictions.

majority of these paid fines ranging 
from $5’ to $75, while a few served 
sentence- in the county jails. The ar­ 
re-ts included eleven for illegal hunt­ 
ing and killing of ducks, nine for us­ 
ing dynamite in fish streams, and for­ 
ty-two for using seins or nets and 
seins illegally. Ten guns and twenty- 
two nets and seins were confiscated 
and sent to the game and fish com- 
mis-ion and ten ice axes, 1.000 feet 
of rope and three boats ;vere taken 
and destroyed.
